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THE DEFEAT. 

The defeat of the Local Government 
on the question of linanco was a result 
confidently anUcipated by ua at tbo 
cloBe'of :tlie elections, when wo culled 
oir.rthe«Ministers to resign and save 
the new House the trouble »nd an- 
noyance and the country the expense 
of turning them out. Such was the 
patriotic courBe the Government 
Bhould have pursued.but love of coun- 
try seems further from the thoughts 
of these men than the moon is distant 
from the earth. Therefore they hold ] 
on and on to their seats until thoy 
vfero pulled away from them by an 
indignant House who had seen the 
conJtitulioiml rights of the country 
invaded, the revenue squandered, the 
BubBidle. pledged, and the enormous 
indebtedness of $750,000 incurred- 
mucb of it without authority from the 
House. We annouuce tbo defeat of the 
Hinistry in no spirit of oxultfition. No 
one can regret the necessity of a 
change more than ourselves; but the 
House had to choose betwoon tho riun 
of the country or the death of the 
Ministry, and accepted the latter al- 
ternative. We think that they acted 
wisely and patriotically. Aie amoud- 
mont carried by the Opposition Rives 
forth no uncertain sound on the Rail- 
way question, and Columbians may 
rest tranquil in the assurance ha 
there will be "no surrender of tlioir 
treaty rightB; and that tho gentlemen 
^ho may succeed the present Muustry 
will endeavor to obtain by fair means 
tho advantages that the present Min- 
istry tried to gain by foul n^ewis. We 
congratulate the country on the latest 

Reform Vic tory. 

Iiibelling tlie Speaker- 

We do not recollect having ever 
witnessed a more cowardly and dis 
graceful attack upon any public man 
than that made upon the Speaker of 
our Legislature through the medium 
of an anonymous poster issued from 
the office of the GoTernment paper 
yesterday. Whenever a member of 
the House accepts the position of 
Speaker he becomes, or ought to be- 
come, impartial,— cease to belong or 
lean to either party in the House. He 
may or may not have been elected a 
member of the House as a Government 
supporter; but the moment he is ele- 
vated to the Speaker's chair ho ceases, 
or ought to cease, to belong to either. 
Now, what is the nature of Mr. Speak- 
er's alleged sinning ? In caao of a tie, 
he is compelled to give a casting vote. 
Ho gave it for the Government, and 
"they were greatly pleased thereat;" 
but the Opposition did not complain. 
Ingoing into Committee of the Whole 
tho Speaker must take a member from 
the floor of the House to preside. Ho 
took the member for Nanaimo, and 
the Government were not "greatly 
pleased thereat," because they expeot- 
id to have Mr. Brvden'svoto and sup- 
port in Comniittee, although thero i.s 
reason to believe that was by no means 
certain. But Mr. Speaker had only 
the two sides or parties in the House 
from which to take a chairman, and 
if be had selected one from the ranks 
of tho pronounced Opposition he would 
hav«lBid himself equally open to tlio 
charge of partizanship; albeit wo do not 
believe any such charge would have been 
made. Moreover, every parhumentnrmn 
knows that it is oustom&ry to select a 
■ Chairman chiefly from tlio Govern mont 
Bide of the House. The fact is Mr. Speak- 
er went as far towaads supporting the 
Govornmont ns was conaistoiit with his 
neutral position, and the UppoHitiou have 
just as good ground for nccwnua him of 
portiftlity when h« gave his oftBting yotu 
for the Government, thereby h-xvuv^ tucra 
for the time from defeat, as the Uovurn- 
xnent have in the cirontustanco of a sup- 
poaed supporter being placed in tho chair. 
The iittowpt. therefore, to bully nnd in- 
timidate tho Hpoalcer is a gross brciicli ol 
tho piivil(!K''^ of Parliament, and will re- 
coil on tlu) men who resort to such o 
mode of warfare. 

The Game of "Blnflf " 

The demented organ of a demoraliz- 
ed Government is resorting to tho old 
game of "bluff"— Gudcavoriiig to in- 
timidate members by telliuj.' them that 
if they dare to vote its nmsterH out 
of office they will be sent back to their 
constituents. Wo do not bolievo any- 
body will be frightened from tho 
plain path of duty by such threats. 
But, nevertheless, it may not be amiss 
to look into the matter a little. Let 
ua premise that "diBSolution" is a 
royal prerogative, vested in the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor aa the representative 
ot the Sovereign in this Province. Tho 
Ministry may advise, although' their 
advice is by no means essential to dis- 
solution; but it is for the "Lieutenant' 
Governor to net upon this advice or 
not as ho may think proper, as to tho 
exerciBO or non-exercise of that pro- 
logativo. Obviously the advice of a 
Jlinistry who have lost the confidence 
of tbo people's ropresontativos, espe- 
cially whon,n8 in tho present instance, 
these rcprcBentatives are fresh from 
tho people, would bo received cum grano 
JolU »y the Oovornor Bntli»Ujn:— 



Mr. TfoJ/fcem.— Well, we have been 

beoten ! , , , 

Lieutenant Governor.— laaeed I upon 
what question ? . 

Mr. Walkem.—0\ upon our financial 
policy— that confounded (I bog your par- 
don) Canadian money which I had hopetl 
to make Columbians believe their own. 

LientonivilGovenior.— B.nmiih. I al- 
wrtja thought no good would ooiuo of 
your reckless financial actios— iivlici/ , 1 
should perhaps have said. I presume, 
then, you have come for the purpose of 
placing your resignation in my hands. 

Mr. PFa/to".— There you aremiataken. 
Nothing could he further from my 
thoughts. I have come for the purpose of 
advising a dissolution and an appeal to 
the country. 

Lieutenant-Govei-nor.—TJ p o n what 
ground do you ask for a dissolution / 
You had a largo majority in the old 
House. Tho country was appeoled to 
and a majority in the new House, fioHli 
from tho people, has pronounced against 



you. , , 

Mr. Walkem.—'n\a.t is quite true; but 
consider the circumatauces under which 
tho elections took phico. Tlio Minute of 
Council nroposing 8750,000 in lioii of 
tho Island Railway was withheld either 
intentionally or inadvertently, it matters' 
not which for present purposes, until tho 
oleotions were over. If that Minute had 
been received here in duo time aud made 
public before or ovon d;u-iug tho oloo- 
tious, I am quito convincod that the re- 
sult '%vould have boon very dilforont — 
that we should Lavo had oven a larger 
majority in the now House than wo had 
in tho old. I am equally certain that an 
iipi)eal to the country now would oonflrm 
UB in oQico for another term of four 
years at least; and then wo might well 
trust to the chapter of accidents to give 
ua a Btill further lease of power. 

JJenlcnaiil-Gevenior.—l am by no means 
Buro of tho corroctnes.4 of your conclii- 
fiions as to the offeot upon tho elections 
of the Minute of Council referred lo; but 
l)ormit me to remind you of the fact that, 
although tho text of tho Minute did not 
reiioh this rroviuoo aud, oon.Hcquontly, 
was not made public till after tbo elec- 
tions, you were practicaliy awara of this 
now phase of tho railway complications 
long before the eloctimis oauio off. In- 
dood you will remember that the cliH-tlons 
were hurriedly brouijht on, as I understood, 
in order to have them over be/ore this fresh 
complication should leak out I 

Mr. Walkem.—l admit the force of 
what you say; but still I contend that, with 
tho text of "tho Minute before the pubic, 
susceptible as it is of bearing tho broad- 
er and more unpopular interpretation of 
wholesale repudiation, wo could succeed 
in carrying a majority of the constituents. 

Lieutenant-Governor. — I am not BO cer- 
tain of that; but you must boar in mind 
tliat whatever suspicion may lurk around 
tho ambiguous words employed in the 
Miuuto would in all probability have 
been dissipated by ollicial statotnents in 
tho Domioiou Parliament long before the 
elections could possibly come otl'; and it 
is not at all impoisible that this fresh 
complication which you are so confident 
of turning to your advantage might an- 
sumo such a form as would secure a still 
larger majority against you. Bosides, it 
is, as you well kuow, -rather a serious 
thiug to hold a general election in this 
Provinos in the dead of winter. It could 
only be jnstifled by the most cogent rer>- 
BOns of public policy. But I wish to 
point out to you that tho ground on which 
you ha\ 6 urged a dissolution is a mere 
iido issue. It is not upon your railway 
policy that you have bean defeated. lu- 
doed, you have been sustained ou that 
with a degree of unanimity that must 
have surprised you as well as myself. It 
is upon your flnaucial policy that a House 
fresh fro'm the people has condemned you: 
and I cannot see how public opinion 
conld bo materially aflfeoted or tho vor- 
diot of tho peoplo'o ivprosentat ivi's lo- 
vorHod by tbo publicatiou (jf a Minut« of 
Council which hai no connection whal- 
ovur with tbe question upon which you 
have sustained defeat. The country has 
sustained yon on your railway policy. 
Tho publication of the Minute could not 
m»ke it do more. It has condemned you 
on your financial policy, I urn boui.d to 
»ay I thiuk correctly; and iho publication 
of tho Minute would not make it do Iosh. 
In view of all the circumstances aud cou- 
Bequcncos, I must, therefore, refuse tJ 
dissolve tho present House. To do othcr- 
wiso would bo a stretob if not an abuse 
of the prerogative vested in me.

llo had no conddenco whatever in gcn- 
tlemvu o[ipo3ite. 

The hon. the Loader of tho (b)veru- 
ment replied, staling with a few facetious 
remarks thai the allu.iioii of the last hon. 
gentieiiian to strangers in the g.alleries 
was an insult to tho people, (Oh!) Ho 
asu'ited iliat tho tioverument had tho 
support of tho countiT, (Cheors and 

hl.Hes.) 

-Mr. i-'isher, amid confusion, rose to 
1 eq nest that tho tjallerios might bo com- 
pelled to observe order, and compared 
the eonduet with the disgraceful laii 
guage used by !i.,ri. gentlemen opjiosite 
towards the Canadian (Jovernmeut (hear, 
hear) . 

Tho hon. Premier denied having uiiod 
any di'^graooful language towards Mr. 
Mackooisio or bis colleagues, and inti- 
mated bi.s intention of continuing to at- 
tack any government which made pro- 
iiiises one hour and broke them tho next. 
He alluded to tho Cabal, wdiicli ho assert- 
ed had been formed lo upset liia gorerii- 
inent, right in- wrong, and asked if hon. 
nicmbf is of tlio Houso thought such a 
proceeding to bo in keeping with the 
principles of Responsible Government. 
He cliaraeterizeil the amendment a.i an 
instrument to condemn th« Government 
for carrying out that which they had ac- 
tually been eomnittiuloil to do, and said 
it was out of order inasmuch as it rellsct- 
ed on the action taken by the last llouiio 
and could only be carried by a loud and 
(yraiinic.d opiiosition. Ho humorouRly 
ridiculed tho oppobiliou of the hon. meni- 
ber for Victoria District (Dr. Tolmie) 
ami his iillnsions to the Edgar Mission, 
stating it was absurd to .cupposo that tho 
Provincial Government would attnnijit to 
wound the feelings of tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment well knowing that they could 
wound and crush in return if they 
thought lit. IIh was not one however who 
u iihl submit or desist wIicd striking in 
self defense. He was glad the Houso had 
been unanimous on tho railway question 
— then It had Ijeeii ailmitleii tliat ths Im 
peri»l ( ioveniment was tlie only one to 
aiipi-al ti), and luj inention was made of 
Iho spotless jiurity of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, now howover tho Ojjposition 
found it convenient to allude to that un- 
stained body. (Hear, hear, from Mr. 
Fisher). The hon. gentleman then pro- 
eoodi.'d to aeciiso the 02-)position of being 
b.iiided together before tho nieetiinf of 
tho HiHis(«, to de.'-troy his government, 
and a--ked hon. meniljwrs if tliat was their 
idea lit jiatriotism. Was that their no- 
tion of wiiat was due to a young Pro- 
vinceV — A ilesiro simply to oust the Gov- 
ernment because occupants of tho trca 
sury benches had been long enongb in 
po .vor. If a vote of want of eonfltlenco 
were )> issi'd , he could assure tho Houso 
he would not rt.'gret it an to hia own iii- 
di .'iduality, but he would doploro it for 
the interests of the country nt large. He 
contrasted tho present action of the Op- 
position, with their oonrso on the Itail- 
way question, and asked whether any 
hon. member in candour could say that 
the I'rori.Tcinl (lovornmont, right or 
wrong, had bi^en treated in good faith by 
tho Dominion ( b'verniiicnt. No man 
could say tliat his ( iovei niiK-nt had not 
been wilfully mihhal. I'robably Mr. Mac 
kenzio would bo delighted to see him out 
of power and he (Mr. VValkom) would be 
glad to let hon. membors of tho Opposi- 
toiii will the gidd'. ii opinion which thoy 
doubtle.^T Would do! He Would be Rorrv 
to as.sert that no members of tho lIou.-je 
were equal to lll0.^e of tho present (biv - 
eninient,l)ul he must aa.iKrt that they had 
chosen a wrong limoto test their strength 
and ability. All however had been set- 
tled by thorn boforo iiand and ho was awaro 
that argument was now usoless, Ilo wouhl 
only add that whilst he himsidf would 
li,i\-e l-i-'-n ashamed to have arrived at any 
pre-del i-rni iiieil c.nichnion, without liav-
